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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Furuskar 
et al., US Patent No. 6,704,898 B1, hereinafter referred to as Furuskar. 

Regarding claims 1 , 5 and 9, Furuskar discloses a method and system called 
"Combined hybrid automatic retransmission request (ARQ) scheme", which is 
applicable to a CDMA system. Furuskar discloses that the system performs the steps 
of: 

A transmitter transmits a first code block PI (fig. 3, step 322) to a receiver, if a 
NACK is received from the receiver (fig. 5A, step 546, fig. 5B, step 566), the transmitter 
transmits a second code block P2 (fig. 3, step 326) (initially transmitting a first sub-code 
Co and sequentially transmitting the following sub-codes each time a retransmission 
request is received for the initial transmission or a previous retransmission) 

The transmitter transmits a first code block PI (fig. 3, step 322) to a receiver, if a 
NACK of the last code block P3 is received from the receiver (fig. 5A, step 558, fig. 5B, 
step 578), and sequentially transmitting the following code block (P2, P3) each time a 
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retransmission request is received. Col. 4, line 59 - col. 5,line 1 1 (transmitting the first 
sub-code Co if a retransmission request is received for a last sub-code Cs-i and then 
sequentially transmitting the following sub-codes each time a retransmission request is 
received). 

Regarding claims 2, 4, 6, and 8, Furuskar discloses that the code blocks are 
transmitted in slots, see fig 7A and 7B (wherein each sub-code is transmitted in one 
PLP and if the PLP includes a plurality of transmission frames, the sub-code is 
transmitted in each of the transmission frames, and the transmission frame is a slot.) 

Regarding claims 3 and 7, Furuskar discloses in figures 5A and 5b that the 
retransmission Is requested for each code block that cannot be decoded (wherein a 
retransmission request is received for a transmission frame.) 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
